of form us to em brace no l e s s than sev ­ 
en genera containing tw enty-five sp e­ 
cies, a rem arkable fact w hich is un­ 
paralleled in any other part of the 
world. 
The com m onest kinds in the 
North island w ere only from tw o aud 
one-half to four feet high. T hose of the 
South island w ere m ostly from four to 
six feet tall, w hile the giant form s, 
reaching tw elv e and thirteen feet, w ere 
alw ays rare. 
Im m ense deposits of mon bones have 
been found in localities to w hich they 
appear to have been w ashed from the 
hills in tertiary tim es. 
Skeletons on 
the su rface of the ground, w ith skin 
and ligam ents still attached, have giv­ 
en the im pression that these birds have 
been exterm inated iii very recent years, 
but other fa cts point to a different con­ 
clusion. 
Tradition seem s to show , ac­ 
cording to F . M. Iluttou, that the mon 
becam e extin ct in the North island soon 
after the arrival of Maoris in N ew Zea­ 
land—that is, not less than 4»*» to NUO 
years ago, aud in the South island 
about 1ih> years later.
